FURTHER EVIDENCE. 
A hearing was given in the U.S, 
Court for China on: July 11, 
before Judge Milton D. Purdy; in 
the case United States v. Clifford 
C. Elrod, who is charged with as- 
saulting his wife, Mrs. Eulalle 
Elrod, at 860 Avenue Joffre on 
the morning of July 8, with in- 
tent to kill. wees 
Mr. J. B, Davies opened the 
prosecution as acting U.S. Dis- 
trict Attorney, and Mr. F. J. 
Schuhl appeared on behalf of the 
accused.. As investigations are 
still.in progress in the case, it 
was explained to the court that 
the hearing’ was for the 
purpose of getting cértain. testi- 
mony into the records, two wit 
nésses, one for the defence and 
one for. the prosecution, being 
about. to leave Shanghai. After 
this testimony, the trial was ad- 
journed until the first week in 
August subject to call. e 
In opening the case Mr. Davies 
told the Court that accused had, 
on the morning of July 3,:left his 
860 Avenue Joffre be- 
tween 8 and 8.30 a.m. to go to the 
dentist.

BRITISH OWNERS’ HANDICAPS. 


’ Outside. the industry itself few 
people realise what British ship; 
ping has to contend with in the 
form of .State-subsidised competi- 
tion. ‘With ‘the possible exception 
of Germany where Government aid 
is no longer extended on a large 
seale, Great’ Britain is the only 
country In the world where the 
shipping trade has to stand entire- 
ly on its own feet. Attention. has 
een focussed lately on American 
legislation, but the United States 
is far from being the only Gov- 
ernment which shows & paternal 
interest in national shipping. In 
almost every case the foreign ship- 
owner can look to his Government 
for financial aid, when he wishes 
to enlarge or. modernise his fleat.. 
Schemes for the State guarantee of 
capital for this purpose exist, or 
are under consideration, in, the 
United States, France, Italy, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Spain and Finland, 
while in many. instances national 
shipping is . further assisted by 
legislation ‘which discriminates 
-against alfen flags. nae 

No such advantages are enjoyed 
by the British- shipowner, wha fs 
left very much to’ his own devices. 
If he builds a new ship on bor- 
rowed capital , he has . to: provide 
ample security and pay the, normal 
rate of interest, and once the ship 
is afloat he has to run her in com- 
petition with foreign vessels ‘ con- 
structed, by subsidy, and, not in- 
frequently, protected by legisla- 
tion from rivalry on certain trade 
routes. The fact that Britiah ship- 
ping, despite, these handicaps, 
should be holding its own, must be 
considered proof of our national, 
genius for the conduct of rharitime 
trade. is ae 


"| STATE OWNERSHIP. 


While the general outlook. for 
shipping, may not be such ‘as. to 
justify a spirit of optimism, one 
source of undiluted satisfaction is

PRYING CLAUSE. 


DIRECTORS’ FEES TO’ BE 
; DISCLOSED. 


“NEW BILL. 

Men of affairs are awaiting 
with interest the report stage of 
the Companies Bill in the House 
of Commons, for it is thought 
that unless further amendment 
takes place this measure will be 
the means of driving some of the 
best brains in Britain out of com- 
merce and industry. 

‘The Bill was promoted to re- 
gulate and control the affairs ‘of 
public companies in the interests 
of shareholders and the general 
public. Clauses, however, have 
been introduced which, it is held, 
will ‘have exactly the. opposite 
effect. ; ol 

The clause that is causing 
most concern provides that the 
annual accounts to be laid before 
the shareholders, shall contain 
particulars showing:— _. 

The total amount paid'to the 
directors (other than a manag: 
ing director who is not chair- 
man’ of the company) as re- 
muneration for their services, 
inclusive of all fees perceritages 
or other emoluments paid to or 
receivable by them by or from 
the company. or by or . from 
any subsidiary company. 

£50,000-A-Year Men. _ 

.This means that in many 
great business.it will be shown 
that certain directors are receiv- 
ing up to £30,000 and even £50,000 
a year. ; ‘ 

“The result,” said the director 
of a great concern recently, 
“will be that some little ‘share- 
holder who knows nothing, about 
business, will want to know why 
a particular director is getting 
£50,000 a year.” 

A man drawing £50,000 must 
be associated with a big com- 
pany. Therefore, what appre- 
ciable difference’ would £50,000 
make to the dividends?

Theatre. Following a relapse, 
complications set In. : 

Glasgow was the birthplace, on 
Jan. 14, 1875, of Dennis Endie, one 
of the most versatile of our modern 
actors. The theatre had little or 
no attraction for him aga boy; nor 
even during his 'teens dd he show 
any desire to enter the theatrical 
profession. Asa youth he decided 
to turn back on his native city, pos- 
sibly considering he could not ex- 
pect to and there sufficient scope 
for his business abllitics.. ‘So {t. 
happened he came to London, where. 
presently he found employment as 

. a clerk in a wholesale ‘house. It, 
was there he was initiated by the 
junior members of the staff into the 
delights’ of «amateur. theatricals, 
| quickly gaining for himself. no 
amall credit. in, comic and serious 
parts. on 

Thus encouraged, Dennis’ Eadie 
decided in taking’ the bold’ step of:

RUBBER FOR. ROADS. 
PART OF THE FIXED PRICE 
SPRANG 


. TWO PROBLEMS. 


The Hague~-A copy, of the 
scheme ‘for the . valorisation of. 
rubber has come into my. .hands 
and I am able to give some fur- 
ther particulars of the plan. 

One feature of interest in the 
scheme is that it attempts to 
solve two problems by the same 
«means. The second ’ problem is 
that. of paving streets ‘ with a 
material that shall be durable and 
as nearly free from vibration and 
noise as possible, a 

Rubber has often been suggest- 
ed for this purpose and occasion- 
ally, used, but. its cost and 
instability of price have militated, 
bagainst any extensive develop- 
ment of this use. In principle 
the scheme is based on the idea 
that surplus stocks sold to local 
authorities for road-making at a 
cost not seriously higher than 
that of production would dispose 
of such stocks without loss to the 
producers and ‘at the same time 
leave the producers to meet ordin- 
ary commercialsxdemands on pro- 
fitable terms 

‘ £1,000,000 Capital. 

Mr. P. J. F. Kloppenburg, the 
Hague banker, who js responsible 
for the proposal, has worked the 
scheme out in considerable detail 
in order to présent it to the inter- 
national committee of inquiry. 

He proposes the formation of a 
“Bank of Rubber Valorisation” 
with a capital of £1,000,000, to 
be subscribed by producers in pro- 
portion to.the acreage of their 
plantations. Part of this capital 
would be paid in cash and part 


might be written off against rub-|- 


ber supplied by the subscribers. 
Each subscriber, it is proposed, 
should place at the disposal of 
the bank at cost price a certain 
percentage of hia production, and 
the ‘bank would supply this to 
authorities at no more than a 
working ‘profit. Any greater de- 
mand for rubber of road-making 
it is suggested,. be met by 
“reclaimed” or “regenerated” 
rubber, the trade in which may 
thus be increased. —- “Daily Mail” 
correspondent. - .

LATE ‘A. M. GRIEVE 


FAMOUS GALA AND BORDER 
 ORICKETER, 


At the ripe age of three score and 
‘ten the “grand old man of Border 
cricket” has passed away. . Every- 
one in the South knew A. M., Grieve, 
who played with and ‘against. sev- 
eral: generations of Border cricket- 
ers. He‘ was a.batsman and a styl- 
ist, but on occasion he could also 
get wickets, sometimes with over- 
hand bowling and sometimes with 
lobs when batsmen had defied all 
. other kinds of attack. 
- He played the real old- fashioned 
W. G. Grace book ‘cricket. His 
wrist work was always a° treat to 
watch, whether he were cutting 
square or driving to the off side, but 
the leg glide had no place tn his 
“game; it was ‘the old-time hearty 
leg hit he went in, for, How. he 
used to yet up on his toes for a big’ 

’ drive, and how he kept his right, 
foot firm within the crease to play 
forward, with a perfectly straight 
‘bat,-at a good-length ball! 

A. M. Grieve had the, technical 
part of cricket from A to Z. and he 
undoubtedly possessed, and had 
read over and over agnin, the best 
collection of cricket literature in 
Scotland. He played cricket from 
boyhood almost up to his death, and 
Was an out-and-out enthusiast, He 
ultimately became president of the 

. Scottish ‘Cricket Union, and few 
men were more worthy or more suit- 

- ed to fill that chair, A. M. Grieve 
did ‘his bit for Scottish cricket If 
ever a man did, 

Several matches” ine 
for Selkirk when the , 
Club had no ground, and 
muny times. for the South 
of Scotland. or years he was one 
of the leading players at the cricket 
“weeks” at Huntlyburn, when the 
Hon. J. C. Maxwell Scott had his 
famous. matches, in which. most of 
Scotland's leading players took part: 
from time to time, and also - “many 
famous Englishmen, . 

His connection with the ‘Gala, 
Club lasted for half a century. 
. Away back in 1886 he scored 81, not 
out, against Langholm, who had the 
‘assistance of Terry, the Grange 
profeasional. In another early: 
match against ‘Langholm A, iM. 
Grieve made 105, not out, In 1884 
he had 55 against’ Selkirk, and also 
had five wickets. On a number of

oecasions.he was chiefly responsible | 


‘for Gala defeating the “Souters.” 

Probably the finest exhibition of 
batting A. M, Grieve ever gave was 

. Shortly before the war, when at 
‘Mossilee he got a brilliant century 
against’ Whalley, a strong Lanca- 
shire League team, who were tour- 
ing the Borders, as they were wont 
to do,'and his own 'son was ‘for a 
time one of his . partners at the 
wicket, It was one of the’ best: ex- 
hibitions of cricket that had been 
seen on the ground, : 

“A. M. Grieve took part in many, 
matches for the South of: Scotland, 
and away back in 1882 we find him 
playing for them against the North

THE CLEEK. 
WILL ITS GLORIES EVER 
| REVIVE” 


(By. Harry Vardon.] 
It. 1s vary much to be-regratted, 
1 think, that the cleek fa something 
of a departed glory in golf. It 
hardly ever happens nowadays that 
anybody asks for such a club. It 
is seldom seen in the bag of a well- 
known player. Ernest Whitecombe, 
who recently won the Irish Open 
Championship, is one of the few 
professionals of note who continue 
to repose faith in it. The Hon. 
Michael Scott is among the small 
minority of” " prominent amateurs 

who remain faithful to it. 


‘And yet the cleek was once an 
outstanding symbol of the game. 
The lay public knew that it was es- 
sential of golf, ‘ne ae they realised 
that a bunker (whatever It might 
be like) was part-and parcel of the 
pastime, That was a great tribute 
to the importance of the cleek. 
Firms of .club-head makers in Scot- 
land specialised entirely in the pro- 
duction of cleek heads. Their 
blacksmiths goncentrated | on the 
turning out of just‘ the’ kind of 
cleeks that we wanted. 


It is a pity that the club has gono 
out of favour, A cleck of right 
type is better than many of the s0- 
called No. 1 irons or driving irons 
or driving mashies which have 
taken its place. Why has it Lost, 
caste? 

It is difficult to offer an explana: 
tion unless one says lamely that the 
caprices of fashidn are beyond con- 
trol. ‘Yet that sounds the wrong 
note to strike, because, at one 
period, the cleck was the master- 
club in the bags of most great golf- 
ers, and anybody who had call- 
ed it a fushion would have been 
pitied for his woeful ignorance of 
the game, 


JOHN BALL'S FAVOURITE SHOT

The profound mystery is why the 
accomplished players have discard- 
ed # club with which some of the 
finest golfers in history built up 
their reputations, John Ball was’ 
famous for nothing so much—and 
like playing ‘nothing so much—as 
the'cleek shot. F. G. Tait was an- 
other wonderful man with the

THOUGH LITTLE-PLAYED. | 

Most Rugby men have, at one time. 
or another, wondered why the 
Mother Country has not had a visit 
from a Canadian Rugby team in re- 
cent years. Successful ‘tours have 
been made by fifteens from ‘Austra- 
lia, New. Zealand, South Africa— 
why not from Canada, with a larger 
population than any'of these?- . 

It is a regrettable fact that Rugby 


under Rugby Union rules is very, 


little played in Canada. It has been 
played for many years in the marl- 
time provinces and in British 
Columbia, “But as Inter-provincial 
games involve a railway journey of 
over 8,000 miles, competition is of 
necessity confined to the few teams 
playing in the-separate provinces, 
In the more populous provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec and in the 
prairie province Rugby is played 
under rules evolved In Central 
Canada, and which are a. com- 
promise between the British and the 
American game, ‘with iclosest re- 
semblance to the latter, As a re- 
sult Canadian teams have no oppor- 
tunity of meeting either British or 
American opposition. u 


In the past Rugby men coming to, 


Canada from the home countries 
have. been keenly disappointed to 
find, that they could no longer con- 
tinue to enjoy the game. Fortun- 
ately this ia not now true. Due to 
the effort and enthusiasm of one or 
two, keen Rugger men—in particu. 
lar; Dr. J..R. P. Scalter and W. T. 
Freeman in Toronto and R. H. Gunn 
in Montreal—British Rugby is now 
firmly established in these cities. 
‘And there are promising signs that 
clubs will soon be formed in’ somo 
of the smaller centres, 

In Toronto, at present there, are 
three flourishing clubs, the Toronto 
British Rugby Club, Toronto Irish 
Rugby Club, ‘and the University. 
of Toronto British: Rugby -Club. 
Dr. ' J. P. P. . Scalter, well 
known ‘to Edinburgh Rugby 
men, is the active and popular pre- 
‘ sident of the T.B.R.C, with D, N. 
Morria, an old Watsonian, as his 
vice-president, Amongst the mem. 
bers are several prominent Scottish 
Rugby players—I P, M. Robertson, 
Watsonians; R. L. H, Donald, Glas. 
gow High School; and J. M.:Simp- 
son, Merchiston and Wanderers, to 
mention three. 


A SHORT SEASON. 


The season js short, lasting a8 a 
rule for eight to ten weeks in the 
fall (autumn), Thanks to the 
courtesy of the University, and 
of one of the larger boys! 
schools, excellent fields. are avail- 
able. The standard of Rugby 
fa. at present. not. very high, 
but shows’ diatinct improvement 
each year. The matches are very 
keenly contested, and aré invariably 
played in the best apirit. .Every 
year a game is played against a side 
from Montreal, and some of these 
games have produced quite good ex- 
hibitions of Rugby. 4 
' In the carly stages the members 
‘of the three clubs were, almost all 
men from the Old Country. Of 
late, however, more and more 
native-born Canadians are being at- 
tracted to the game, There is a 
distinct posaibility, too, that some 
of the best boys’ schools will adopt 
the British game, and if that should 
come about the long hoped for visit, 
of a.Canadian Rugby team to Great 
Britain would be only a question of 
time. 

Rugby men coming to Canada will 
find a ready welcome in any of the 
British Rugby clubs, and will find 
them.a splendid means of forming 
congenial friendships in a strange 
land. The secretary of the T.B.R.C., 
Eric Cameron, an old Glasgow High 
School man, will be glad to wel- 
come Scottish Rugby men coming to 
Toronto, at 48 Bloor Street East.

great. golfers about 28 years’ ago, 
and how eagerly every stage of tho 
contest’ was, followed, alike in 
Scotland and England, As far as 
I can recollect, that ‘match was 
played on four different courses, 
and I was one of the many Scots en- 
thuslasts who followed every stroke 
‘of that portion of the match. that 
was played at St: Andrews, 
The “Daddy” of the Four. 

At that time Vardon, Brald, 
Taylor, and Herd were undoubtedly 
the four finest golfers in the coun: 
try, and it is a apleudid tribste to, 
the health-viving effects‘of golf that 
these veicrans are ‘u-day playing 
wonderful ge? despite the paasing 
of the years. Although an ardent 
Scot and anxious that Jimmy and 
Sandy would win that famous four- 
some, Iwas sportsman enough, on 
viewing the St. Andrews’ “leg” of’ 
the contest, to recogniae and appre- 
clate where the best golf came from, 
On that occasion I thought ‘that 
J. H. Taylor was the “daddy” of 


| the four, 


His tee strokes were marveilously 
straight and long; his brassy work 
superb, and on the ‘greens he play- 
ed with an outward confidence and 
assurance that stamped him as a 


great: player for a great occasion. | 
By this eulogy of Taylor I am not}. 


suggesting «that the other three 
players were badly out of it, They 
were not, but at St. Andrews’ Taylor 
struck a purple’ patch in every de- 
partment of the game and laid the 
foundation for the ultimate victory 
of the English pair. I recall, too, 
some of Braid’s prodigious drives

i “ CRIME.” 

ADVICE TO CONSTABLES. 

Mr. George Bernard Shaw made 
a. remarkable confession to mem- 
bers of the Chief. Constables’ 
Association when he addressed 
their conference at Harrogate in 
the presence of hundreds of chief 
constables and police authorities 
from all over England and Wales 
He . unblushingly. declared that 
during twenty years’ motoring 
he had never ‘driven : without 
breaking ‘the law. -Mr. Shaw’s 
subject was censorship a3 a police 
duty, and he mentioned: exceeding 
the speed limit as one of the ques- 
tions of fact that had to.be dealt 
with, relates the ‘Manchester 
Guardian.” ; 

“T have been driving,” he said, 
“for twenty years, and: [ have 


.|driven certainly a good deal over 


a hundred thousand miles in that 
time. ' By ‘the way, I ho 1 any- 
thing I say here will not be used 
against me.: In the course of that 
twenty years’ driving I have 
never taken a single drive on 


_|any occasion without breaking 


the Jaw—(laughter),—and I have 
often: thought what 9 dreadful 
thing it must be to be a chief 
constable and be obliged by your 
position never to exceed the limit. 
I think. of- you driving .in your 
Rolls-Royce and always having to 
keep inside twenty miles an hour. 
CAUGHT ONLY ONCE, 


‘In all those twenty years . I 


, |have been prosecuted only once. 


I was informed that I had passed 


.| through a police control at a speed 


of 27 miles an hour. . Well, there 
was no question, no room for 
argument. The constables and I 
were perfectly civil to one an- 
other. The constables were very 
pleased when they got my name, 
because they knew they would be: 
in the papers, JI,.was greatly 
pleased, because what came into 
my head was, ‘Well, it’s a mercy 
they did not catch me half an 
hour ago when I was driving at 
fifty.'” Had the charge been 
one of driving to the public dan- 
ger they would have passed from 
the region of fact to the region of 
opinion, and that was where the 
chief constable found all hig trou- 
bles came—all the scandals and 
protests and letters to the papers. 
TWO SONGS... 

Mr..Shaw. spoke of police per- 

sonal changes. ‘When I was an 


‘/infant, about seventy. years ago,” 


he gaid, “there was a vulgar song 
which was supposed to be sung by 
a police officer, and ‘it began: ‘I’m 

the man who takes to prison him 
who steals what isn’t his'n’. Fifty 
years elapsed from the vogue of 
the .song, and another song be- 
came, popular—‘If you want to 
know the time ask'a policeman,’ 

The entire conception of police 
duties had changed; and what 
were once “Thief catchers” might 
now be termed “Welfare work- 


ers". There were now women 
‘police. If I were a chief constable 
L think nothing’ would terrify me 


nfore than such 4 development; |. 


yet there is no doubt: that it is a 
development which is going ‘to 
grow, and we will probahly pre- 
sently have women police every 
where, and‘ if women instinctively 
the moment they get into a placa 
begin to manage it,and have to 
be allowed. to manage it'forthe 
peace of our private life, I am by 
no meané sure that in another 
fifty years: when anothér. dis- 
‘tinguished dramatiat . addresses 
this conference it may not con- 
sist exclusively of ladies," . 

Mr. Shaw said the chief con- 
stables’ organisation was one of 
the. most important in the coun- 
trys, and had he been ‘asked to ad- 

dress ‘the House of Lords he was 
not certain he would have taken 
the trouble. .. Throughout «his 
speech he showed & warm sym- 
pathy for the police and their pro- 
blems. He belonged, he said, toa 
body of men called the authors of 
England; he was-one of the “‘play- 
wrights, authors, and journal- 
ists,” If -he were to commit a 
crime, the next day ° they would 
see in the paper “Bernard Shaw 
in the dock, Bernard Shaw ac- 
cused of murder, or burglary, or 
whatever. it was,” or if it were 
a more trivial’ crime it might be 
“GBS.” It. would not say 
“Author and the public,” but sup- 
posing a chief ‘constable. made a 


‘mistake that mistake or crime 


was always said to be committed 
by the police. : 
STAGE CENSORSHIP. 
Mr.: Shaw advised the chief 
constables to resist all attempts, 


‘to put upon them the responsibil- 


ity of censorship of plays. It 
would give them a frightful lot of 
trouble and from time to time 
bring them not only: discredit but 
ridicule. The prosecution of a 
play should not, be done , locally, 
but should be done by the Public 
Prosecutor, ‘ 

A final word about films'and a 
reference to “Dawn” contained a 
thrust at Whitehall; ‘"To sug- 
gest,” said Mr. Shaw, “that the 
film ‘Dawn’ is offensive to German 
feclings is utter nonsense.’ What 
there is in that film is this.’ That 
film, in a wonderful way, with the 
assistance of a-great English 
actress, does bring home to people 
that above all the regulations you 
can make, above all the laws you 
can make, above the duties you 
owe to your own country, there is 
something higher, and that is the 
law of God. Our military author- 
ities do not like it. They ‘would 
go on Sundays to church and say 
there is a God above the War 
Office, but on week-days they 
greatly disliked people being re- 
minded that there was anything 
higher than the War Office. °

US. “TRADE WITH 
PHILIPPINES. 


HALF A ” MILLION. 


BIG GAINS IN ‘COTTON GOODS, 
MACHINERY: AND OILS. 


“THE FIRST QUARTER. 


Washington; July 16. 
The half-hundred million dollars 
mark was exceeded by United States 
trade volume with ‘the Philippines 
the first quarter of this. year, ac- 
cording ‘to ‘regional specialist Janet 


H. Nunn, Department of Commerce. 

Total United States trade with 
the Philippines the first’ three 
months of this year rose to a value 
of $50, 983,000 from $41,382,000 the 
corresponding quarter . last year. 
Exports amounted to $19, 742,000 or 
a gain of $4,962,000 over 1927's 
$14,780,000, and imports to $31,241,-. 
000, or a gain of $4,639, 000 ‘over 
$26,602,000. 

Quarterly exports of American 
cotton goods to the Philippines ad- 
vanced 72 per cent, machin- 
ery 69° per cent. mineral 
oils 36 per cent. and flour 69 
per cent. The value of auto- 
motive products sold the Philip- 
pines for the quarter was about 4 
percent higher also, despite a de- 


‘cline {n their number. Inthe quar- 


ter’s imports from the Philippines 
sugar accounted for the chief gain, 


.although each of the most import- 


ant staples of trade showed fair 
advances. 

March trade with the Philippines 
showed an, advance of $1,652,000 
over February's $16,870,000 to 
$18,442,000.. March exports reach- 
ed $6,249,000 over February's 
$5,992,000 and were also larger than 
March last year. Imports reached 
$12,173,000 over February's $10,- 
878,000; they were higher than 
March last year also, Exports of 
ed $6,249,000 over February's 
iron and steel, tyres, automative| 
products and flour to the Philip- 
pines were especially strong in 
March — “United Press.”
